In this mode, the stored images on the memory can be viewed on the 
LCD monitor on the back of the camera or on an external monitor using a 
Video connection terminal. A recorded audio file can also be played back 
in this mode. 



• Setup mode 

In this mode, you can set up basic settings such as Format, File name, 
Auto power off, Date setup, Date imprint, Date type, User set, Sound, 
LCD brightness, Video out, Quick view. 
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Connecting to a Power Source 

i There are two ways in which to provide the camera with power. You can use 
batteries or alternatively, you can use an AC(100 - 250V) Adapter (DC 3.3V 2.0A). 

i We recommend using batteries for a digital camera.(Within a year from the date of 

manufacture) The batteries are listed below. 

Non rechargeable batteries : AA type - Alkaline, Ni-Mn, Ni-Zn, Lithium 

CR-V3type - Lithium 

Rechargeable batteries : AA type - Ni-MH, Ni-Cd (over 1 000mA) 

CR-V3 type - Digimax Battery l-Pack(SBP-1 1 03) 

Battery pack - Digimax Battery Pack(SBP-3603)

Important information about battery usage 

- It is easy to buy alkaline batteries. However, the duration for using batteries varies in 
accordance with the battery manufacturer or the photographic conditions. 
When the camera is not used, turn off the camera power. 

- Do not recharge the non rechargeable batteries. It may cause an explosion. 

- Please remove the batteries if the camera will not be used for long periods. 
Batteries can lose power over time and are prone to leaking if kept inside the camera. 

- We recommend high capacity ALKALINE batteries as manganese batteries cannot deliver 
sufficient power. 

- Low temperatures (below 0 °C) can affect the performance of the batteries and you may 
experience reduced battery life. 

- Batteries will usually recover at normal temperatures. 

- Do not use old and new batteries at the same time. 

- During extended use of the camera, the camera body may become warm. This is perfectly normal. 

- If you are planning to use this camera for long periods of time, it is advisable to use an AC 
adapter(3.3V 2.0A).

Using the Digimax battery pack ( Optional : SBP-3603, 3.3V) 



The Digimax Battery Pack is a rechargeable external Li-ion 
battery for use with most digital cameras. These optional 
battery packs provide long lasting power and their operating 
performances are much improved over Ni-MH and Alkaline 
batteries. This is due to the mass storage lithium ion cell. 
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Connecting to a Power Source 

Using the AC power adapter (3.3V 2.0A) 

If you have access to a mains supply, using an AC Adapter (3.3V 2.0A) allows the 
camera to be used for long periods of time. 

Plug the adapter into the connection point (DC IN 3.3V) on the camera. 
Remove the batteries when using the AC adapter. 





A DANGER 




Always turn off the power before taking the AC adapter out of the mains supply. 
As with all mains powered devices, safety is important. Ensure that neither the camera nor 
adapter comes into contact with water or metallic materials. 

Please ensure that you use an AC adapter (3.3V 2.0A) with the correct specification for the 
camera. Failure to do so may affect your warranty. 



Attaching the strap 




To prevent accidental damage to the camera, always use the strap. 
Refer to the illustrations below. 
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Instructions on how to use the memory card 



■ The camera comes with 16MB of internal flash memory, allowing you to store 
images and movie clips in the camera. However, you can expand the memory 
capacity by using an optional memory card so that you can store more images and 
movie clips. 




- Turn off the camera power whenever the memory card is being inserted or removed. 

-Repeated use of the memory card will eventually reduce the memory card's performance. 
Should this be the case, you will need to purchase a new memory card. 

- Wear and tear on the memory card is not covered by the Samsung warranty. 

- The memory card is an electronic precision device. 

Do not bend, drop or subject the memory card to any heavy impact. 

- Do not store the memory card in an environment with strong electronic or magnetic fields, e.g. near loud 
speakers or TV receivers. 

- Please do not use or store in an environment where there are extremes in temperature. 

- Do not allow the memory card to become dirty or to come into contact with any liquid. 
Should this happen, clean the memory card with a soft cloth. 

- Please keep the memory card in its case when not in use. 

- During and after periods of extended use, you may notice that the memory card is warm. 
This is perfectly normal. 

- Do not use a memory card that is used in another digital camera or memory card reader. 

- Do not use a memory card formatted by another digital camera or memory card reader. 




- If the memory card is subjected to any of the following, the recorded data may become corrupted : 

• When the memory card is used incorrectly. 

• If the power is switched off or the memory card is removed while recording, deleting (formatting) or 
reading. 

- Samsung cannot be held responsible for lost data. 

- It is advisable to copy important data onto other media as back-up e.g. floppy disks, hard disks, CD etc. 

- If there is insufficient memory available :lf you press the shutter button for the shot, a [CARD FULL !] 
message will appear and the camera will not operate. To optimize the amount of memory in the 
camera, replace the memory card or delete unnecessary images stored on the memory.

If you open the memory card cover when the camera power is turned on, the power will turn 
off automatically. 

Don't remove the memory card when the Autofocus indicator lamp(Green) is blinking as this 
may cause damage to data in the memory card.

The SD memory card has a write protect switch that 
prevents image files from being deleted or formatted. 
By sliding the switch to the bottom of the SD memory 
card, the data will be protected. By sliding the switch 
to the top of the SD memory card, the data protection 
will be canceled. Slide the switch to the top of the SD 
memory card before taking a picture.

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Inserting the memory card 



1 . Turn off the camera power and pull the memory card cover in 
the direction of the arrow to open. 



. Insert the memory card all the way into the memory card slot. 
The Label stuck to the memory card and the front side of the 
camera should face in the same direction. The memory card 
pins and the LCD monitor should face in the same direction. 



3. To close, push the card cover until you hear a click. If the card 
cover does not close, check that the memory card is inserted 
correctly. Do not force the memory card. 




•\ CAUTION 

. Do not insert the reverse side of the memory card. It may cause memory card slot breakage. 



Removing the memory card 



1 . Turn the power off using the power switch. Open the memory 
card cover and press the memory card as shown in the image 
and release.

Recording a Movie clip 

1 . Insert the batteries (p.18). Insert the batteries taking note of the polarity (+ / -). 

2. Insert the memory card (p.22). As this camera has a 1 6MB internal memory, you do not need to 
insert the memory card. If the memory card is not inserted, an image will be stored in the internal 
memory. To expand memory capacity, insert a memory card. If the memory card is inserted, an 
image will be stored on the memory card. 

3. Close the memory card cover. 

4. Slide the power switch to turn on the camera. 

If the date/time that is displayed on the LCD monitor is incorrect, reset the date/time before taking a 
picture, (p.72) 

5. Select the MOVIE CLIP( >m ) mode by rotating the mode dial. 

6. Point the camera towards the subject and compose the shot by 
using the viewfinder or LCD monitor. 

7. Press the shutter button and movie clips are recorded for as long 
as the available recording time of the memory permits. 

• Movie clips will still be recorded if the shutter button is 
released. 

• If you wish to stop recording, press the shutter button again. 

• Image size and type are listed below. 
- Image size : 320 x 240 
-File type :*.AVI

Recording a still image 

Steps 1 - 4 are the same as those for recording a movie clip. 

5. Select the STILL IMAGEf Q ) mode by rotating the mode dial. 




6. Point the camera towards the subject and compose the image by using either the viewfinder or 
LCD monitor. 

7. Press the shutter button to capture an image. 



A CAUTION 



. A Blinking autofocus indicator lamp means that the camera cannot focus on the subje 
Should this be the case, the camera is unable to capture an image clearly. 



^INFORMATION 



• There are two LED lamps (one green, one red) positioned next to the viewfinder. 
If the camera is in focus when you press the shutter button halfway, the green LED will 
illuminate and you can capture an image. If the camera can focus on the subject, the 
autofocus frame in the center of the LCD monitor will change from white to green. If the red 
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rtinq recording mode

• Camera shake warning. 
When the Flash Off or Slow synchro mode is selected in a low lighting condition, the earner; 
shake warning indicator ( may appear on the LCD monitor. In this case, use a tripod, 
support the camera on a solid surface or change the flash mode to flash shot mode. 

. Backlight compensated shots 

When taking an outdoor shot, avoid facing the sun, as the image may be dark because of the 
strong backlight. In conditions where there is a strong backlight, please use exposure 
compensation (p.44). 

.Avoid obstructing the lens or the flash when you capture an image. 

.As there can be some differences between what is seen through the Viewfinder and the 

resulting image when taken at a range closer than 1 .5m, it is recommended that you use the 

LCD monitor to compose the shot. 
. Using the LCD monitor extensively will drain the batteries. 

We recommend turning off the LCD monitor and using the optical viewfinder as often as 
possible in order to extend battery life. 

. Under certain conditions the auto focus system may not perform as expected. 

- When photographing a subject that has little contrast. 

- If the subject is highly reflective or shiny. 

- If the subject is moving at high speed. 

- When there is strong reflected light, or when the background is very bright. 

- When the subject matter has only horizontal lines or the subject is very narrow (such as a 
stick or flagpole). 

- In dark conditions 
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Using the camera button to adjust the camera 

! The STILL IMAGE / MOVIE CLIP mode function can be set up by using the camera 
button. 



POWER switch

• Used for turning the camera power on / off. 

• If this camera isn't operated during the specified timefabout 60 
SEC), the camera power will be idle(LCD monitor : Off, Mode 
dial lamp : ON ) automatically. 

To use the camera again, press any of the camera buttons 
except the power switch. 

If there is no operation during the specified time after the idle 
mode, the camera power will be turned off automatically to save 
battery life. 

Pressing the power button for over 2 seconds will deactivate the buzzer sound function. 
If you wish to hear the buzzer sound, set the [SOUND] settings in the SETUP mode to ON. 




SHUTTER button 



• Used for taking an image or recording audio in the 
RECORDING (STILL IMAGE, MOVIE CLIP) mode. 

• In MOVIE CLIP mode 

Pressing the shutter button down fully starts the process for 
recording a movie clip. Press the shutter button once and the 
movie clip is recorded for as long as the available recording 
time in the memory allows. If you wish to stop recording, press 
the shutter button again. 




• In STILL IMAGE mode 

Pressing the shutter button down halfway activates the autofocus and checks the condition of the 
flash. Pressing the shutter down fully takes the image and stores the relevant data regarding the 
shot. If you select voice memo recording, the recording will start after storing the image data is 
complete. (Voice Recording time : 10sec) 
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LCD(OI) button 





MENU button 



•When you press the MENU button, a menu related to each 
camera mode will be displayed on the LCD monitor. Pressing it 
again will return the LCD to the initial display. 

•A menu option can be displayed when the following are 
selected : STILL IMAGE mode, MOVIE CLIP mode, PLAY 
mode and SETUP mode. There is no menu available when the 
PC mode is selected.

. The menu will not be displayed on the LCD monitor in the following circumstances: 

- When another button is being operated. 

- While image data is being processed. ( when the green lamp next to the viewfinder blinks) 

- When there is no battery capacity. 

. When the menu is showing on the LCD monitor, it is not possible to operate the shutter 
button i.e. capture an image. To capture an image, simply cancel the menu display by 
pressing the MENU button. 
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MACRO( v t) button 



• Used for macro shots 

- Wide : 6cm~ 80cm Tele: 40cm ~ 80cm 

• In dark conditions, the auto focus may not function. If this 
occurs, press the MACRO button and you can select fixed focus 
manually. 



• Selecting the focus mode 
Pressing the Macro button will change the focus mode as shown below.

The changed focus mode is maintained until 
the camera power is turned off. 
When the macro mode is selected, it is 
possible that camera shake will occur. If this 
is the case, use a tripod to eliminate this. 
When the macro mode is selected, it is 
recommended that you use the LCD 
monitor to compose these shots.

Used for digital or optical zooming in / out. 

This camera has a 3X optical zoom and a 4X digital zoom 

function. Using both will offer a total zoom ratio of 12X. 

When you press the zoom (W/T) button, the zoom bar will 

display in the upper left of the LCD monitor. 

TELE Zoom 




TELE Optical zoom 
Pressing the T zoom button. 

This will zoom into the subject i.e. the subject will appear nearer. 
TELE Digital zoom 

When the maximum (3X) optical zoom is selected, pressing the T zoom button activates the digital 

zoom software and increases the digital zoom ratio by 0.2 steps. 

Releasing the zoom button T stops the digital zooming at the required setting. 

Once the maximum digital zoom (4X) is achieved,pressing the T zoom button will have no effect. 

You can check the digital zoom rate with the [X1 .2 ~ X 4.0] numerical mark next to the zoom bar.

. To use the digital zoom the LCD monitor has to be turned on. 

. Images taken using the digital zoom may take a little longer for the camera to process. Allow 
time for this to take place. 

. While the digital zoom is activated, you can't select the continuous and AEB menu. 
. To use the continuous, AEB shot, cancel the digital zoom mode. 
. You may notice a decrease in image quality when using the digital zoom. 
. If a movie clip is being recorded, the zoom operation cannot be activated.

Pressing the W zoom button. This will zoom out from the subject i.e. the subject will appear further 
away. Pressing the W button continuously will set the camera to its minimum zoom setting i.e. the 
subject appears at its furthest from the camera.

WIDE Digital zoom 

When the digital zoom is in operation, pressing the W zoom button will reduce the digital zooming in 
steps. Releasing the W zoom button stops digital zooming. Pressing the W button will reduce the 
digital zoom and it will then proceed to reduce the optical zoom until the minimum setting is reached.

- Severe changes in temperature and humidity. 

- Dust and dirt. 

- Direct sunlight or the inside of a vehicle in hot weather. 

- Environments where there is high magnetism or excessive vibration. 

- Areas with high explosives or which are highly flammable materials. 

- Pesticides, etc. 

i Sand can be particularly troublesome to cameras. 

- Sand or other small particulates can cause severe malfunctions. 
Ensure that there is no contact with sand or similar particles. 

i Extremes in temperature may cause problems. 

- If the camera is transferred from a cold to a warm and humid environment, condensation can form 
on the delicate electronic circuitry. If this occurs, turn the camera off and wait for at least 1 hour until 
all moisture is dispersed. Moisture build up can also occur in the MEMORY CARD. If this happens, 
turn off the camera and remove the MEMORY CARD. Wait until the moisture has dispersed. 

i If the digital camera is not used for a long period, an electric discharge can occur. It is a good idea to 
remove the batteries and the MEMORY CARD, the camera is not used for some time. 

i If the camera is exposed to electronic interference, it will turn itself off to protect the MEMORY 
CARD. 

i Maintenance 

- Use a soft brush (available from photo stores) to GENTLY clean the lens and LCD assemblies. 
If this does not work, lens-cleaning paper with lens cleaning fluid can be used. 

- Clean the camera body with a soft cloth. Do not allow this camera to come into contact with 
solvent materials such as benzol, insecticide, thinners etc.

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Please check the following if the USB connection malfunctions. 

[Case 1 ] The camera power is off. 

Turn the camera power on. We recommend using an AC power adapter in PC mode. 
If you use batteries, check the battery condition. 

[Case 2] USB Driver is not installed correctly. 

Install the USB Driver correctly. Refer to page 94. 

[Case 3] The USB cable is not connected or you are using a cable with an incorrect specification. 
Use a USB cable with the correct specification. 

[Case 4] Occasionally the computer recognizes the USB as another device. 

Install the camera driver correctly. Turn the camera power off and remove the USB 
cable. 

Connect the USB cable again and turn the camera power on. The computer should now 
recognize the camera. 

[Case 5] There is an unexpected error during file transfer. 

Turn the camera power off and on again. Transfer the file again. 
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How do I know my computer supports a USB Interface? 
Check the USB port in your computer or keyboard. 

Check OS version. USB Interface is available in Windows 98, 98SE, 2000, ME .XP. 
Check [Universal serial bus controller] in Device Manager. Do the following to check 
[Universal serial bus controller]. 

Win 98/ME : Trace [Start Setting -^Controller System -^Device Manager 

Universal serial bus controller] 
Win 2K : Trace [Start Setting -^Controller System -^Hardware Device 

Manager Universal serial bus controller]. 
Win XP : Trace [Start -^Control Panel -^Performance and Maintenance -^System 

-^Hardware Device Manager -^Universal Serial Bus controller]. 
There must be USB Host Controller and USB root hub under [Universal serial bus 
controller]. 

When all the conditions mentioned above are met, the computer can support the USB 
interface. 

When using the USB hub. 

There may be a problem in connecting the camera to the PC through the USB hub if the 
PC and the hub are not compatible. Wherever possible, connect the camera to the PC 
directly. 

Are other USB cables connected to the PC? 

The camera may malfunction when it is connected to the PC at the same time as another 
USB cable. In this case, disconnect the other USB cable, and connect only one USB 
cable to the camera.
